It is 
firmly believed that by June I, !911, 
the entire amount will be in hand, as 
that date has been fixed upon whico 
the first payment of the subscriptions 
are to be made. 

The announcement that Dr. George R. 
Etuart, who is the real successor of the 
late Sam Jones, and declared by Mr.

Brownwood, Tex., May 30.—A torna- 
do of great fury struck the little vil- 
lage of Zephyr, in the eastern portion 
of Brown county, at ! o'clock Sunday 
morning, and left a path of death and 
destruction seldom paralleled. The 
death list has reached a total of 32, 
and the number of seriously and fatal- 
ly wounded will reach 50.

MADE BY ZEPPELIN 


All Airship Records Are Broken 
by the German 
Aviator, 


|OVER THE GERMAN CITIES 
HE MANEUVERED AIRSHIP 


i The Craft Seemed to Be Under 
| Perfect Control, and the 
Spectators Wildly Cheered. 
Story of the Marvelous 
Flight as Told by Bulle- 


tins. 


Berlin, May 30.—Count Zeppelin, 
whose remarkable performance in his 
first airship brought unbounded hon- 
ors to the inventor, today accomplished 
the most striking feature in his careet. 
He guided his Zeppelin II from Fried- 
richshafen to Bitterfield,.-a distance of 
more than 466 miles without landing. 

The journey lasted nearly twenty- 
two hours, and so far as known to- 
“night, Count Zeppelin is still in the 
air on the return journey to Friedrich- 
shafen. He has already beaten all rec- 
ords for dirigible balloons with the op- 
portunity of greatly improving the 
performance. 


Kaiser Watched for Craft.

PHYSICIAN IS HELD 
FOR KILLING HIS WIFE 


Doctor Says That Robbers 
Chloroformed the Dead 
Woman. 


Chicago, May 30.—Mrs. Nora Jane 
Cleminson, 29 years old, was found 
dead in bed of chloroform poisoning 
today, and her husband, Dr. Haldane 
Cleminson, 27 years old, who reported 
the finding of the body by himself, and 
said that he was suffering the effects of 
chloroform, is held by the police. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Cleminson, he awoke this 
morning violently ill. His wife was dead. 

Dr: Cleminson insists that he and his 
wife were the victims of robbers. He 
told the police that money, spoons and 
jewels were missing. An investigation 
disclosed the jewels mentioned in Dr. 
Clemingon’s vest. . According to the po- 
lice the doors and windows had not 
been tampéred with. 

A physician examined the body, and 
gaid that Mrs. 
several hours before her husband gave 
the alarm. A piece of gauze was found 
near the dead woman’s head. The gauze 
is such as is used by phyeiciahs in giv- 
ing anaesthetics. 

According to the report of the hos- 
pital, Dr. Cleminson showed little ef- 
fects of chloroform poisoning. 

The theory that husband and wife 
entered into a suicide pact was ad- 
vanced, but the idea is @couted by rela- 
tives of Mrs. Cleminson.

No Change in Philadel- 
phia Strike Situation. 


Company Is _- Running Some 
Cars on All Lines — Strike 
Leaders Say That the Tie- 
Up Wil? Be Made Complete. 
Today. 


Philadelphia, May 30.—The second 
day of the street car workers strike 
here passed withowt any serious dis- 
turbance, and with very little change 
in the situation over yesterday, when 
two-thirds of the surface cars of the 
city were out of commission. Less cars 
were operated today than vesterday, 
but the officials of the Rapid Transit 
Company point out that the Sunday 
schedule is light. 

The strikers claim they have gained 
many recruits ever night, and predict 
that tomorrow there will be a complete 
tie-up. Efforts are being made to get 
the power house workers to join. the 
strike. The motormen and conductors 
on the elevated railroad, who get 2 
cents an hour more than the surface 
car men and have better working hours, 
have so far refused to join the strik- 
ers. 

No effort was made today to oper- 
ate cars on many of the smalier lines 
which feed the main lines. On most 
of the larger lines a fair schedule was 
maintained during the day, but this 
was considerably curtailed at nightfall.

craft, Zeppelin II, which was built to 
replace the one destroyed near Echter- 
dingen last year. 
Bad Weather for Voyage. 
The voyage began under rather un- 


favorable conditions. There was a 
lowering sky, rain clouds and a strong ' 
side wind when the airship left the | 
floating hall, shortly after 9 o’clock |! 
last night. The residents did not pay | 
much attention to this, as they were 
accustomed to night flights and when! 
the great ship took the air, at 9:42, | 
there Was not a cheer to speed her on | 
her way. The ship ascended directly 
for a few hundred feet and passing} 
over the town of Friedrichshafen, pro- | 
ceeded northward. j 

Early in the morning, the people of | 
Treuchtlingen, a smal! city in Cen-| 
tral Bavaria, were awakened by the: 
noise of the propellers of the craft, 
which was passing slowly. 

At this place, the count dropped out 
a card divulging his tntention to pro- 
ceed farther north. This was the first 
occasion he had journeyed over Ba- 
varia and his arrival an hour anda 
half later at Neuremberg caused the 
greatest surprise to thousands of 
pleasureseekers who were preparing 
for the holiday excursions. 

The ship maneuvered over the eity 
and then a card was thrown out stat- 
ing that a greater amount of water 
and benzine had been used than was 
expected and that the craft would dé- 
scend to the surface of Lake Dutzen- 
tich to replenish the water supply. 
This, however, was not carried out. 

People Cheered Airship. 

Count Zeppelin continued his cruise 
onward without interruption in a dt- 
rect line towards Berlin, passing over 
several towns at a low altitude amid 
the eheers of the populace, until he 
reached the frontiers of Saxony, where 
the airship was headed straight for 
Leipsic. 

Telegrams received there from the 
south indicated that Count ° Zeppelin 
would make a landing and the entire 
populace waited for several hours in 
the streets and open spaces to greet 
him. Instead of landing, the count put 
his craft through a series of maneu- 
vers for half an hour, coming at times 
comparatively close to the tops of 
buildings. He then went on, crossing 
Halle to Bitterfield. No time was 
wasted there and to everybody's sur- 
prise, the airship, after describing a 
great circle, turned again and sailed 
to the south, 

In the meantime, the military au- 
thorities at Berlin were ‘absolutely 
without advices as to the count’s plans. 

Berlin Disappointed. 

Major Gross, commander of the army 
balloon corps, said tnhae no arrange- 
ments had been made for thé landing 
of the airship at Tegel, the military 
balloon headquarters. The local au- 
thorities, however, learned from pri- 
vate dispatches that the airship was 
approaching and so informed the em- 
peror and prince. 

Orders were given to prepare a space 
in the Tempelhof field. This was sur- 
roufided by lines of police and troops: 
and virtually the entire population of 
the capital swarmed thither and wait- 
ed on tip-toe of expectancy until long 
after dark. ‘Then a special newspaper 
spread the depressing news of the air- 
ship’s return. Tne crowds at first re- 
fused to give credence to this report, 
but finally dispersed. When the em- 
peror and empress left the field the 
troops marched away. 

Story of the Fitght. 

The following dispatches were re- 
ceived here throughout the day, de- 
scribing the progress of Count Zeppe- 
lin’s flight from Friedrichshafen along 
the route to Bitterfield, which is about 
90 miles from Berlin: 

Friedrichshafen—Count Zeppelin as- 
cended in the airship Zeppelin II., at 
9:42 last night. Complete secrecy was 
maintained as to the object of the trip, 
but it was reported that if conditions 
proved favorable an effort would ‘be 
made to reach Berlin. Count Zeppelin, 
himself was at the helm, and there 
were two engineers and @ crew of 
seven aboard. The wind was south- 
west at the time of the start, with a 
slight rain falling, and the weather 
threatening. ; 

Tecuchtlingen—The population awoke 
to a surprise this morning when the 
Zeppelin airship was sighted at 6:45.

GRAVES COMMENDS 
NEGRO HREM 


Admires Their Attitude 
in Georgia RailroadStrike 


Former Georgian Says Negroes 
Show More Wisdom in Their 
Attitude Than the Women 
Suffragettes Do in Theirs. 


— 


New York, May 3.-—-John Temple 
Graves, formerly of Georgia politics 
and journalism, and now a New York 
newspaper editor, praised the negro to- 
day in an address at Carnegie hall at 
education rally for the benefit of 
Morris Brown college, a negro institu- 
tion of Atlanta. Mr. Graves thinks 
the negroes are showing more wisdom 
in their efforts to solve their race prob- 
lem than are women suffragettes’ in 
their campaign for a legally recognized 
right to vote. He also commended the 
attityde of the negro railroad firemen 
in the Georgia railroad strike just set- 
tled. He said: 

‘“T deem it of remarkable credit to 
the black race and a tribute to the work 
being done both by whites and biacks 
towards uplifting the negro; that the 
negroes have resorted to no violence in 
connection with the recent strike in 
Gtorgia. It is an evidence that the 
negro is struggling patiently, and, I say, 
they are actifg wiser in their efforts 
to uplift the negro race than are white 
women in their crusade for suffrage, 
because the women have resorted to 
force. The negroes stand a good show 
to win, and are winning, whereas if 
they adopted the tactics being pursued 
by women suffragettes, prompt anl 
ignominious failure would ring down 
the curtain on hopeful efforts.” 

After his words of, praise for the 
black, Mr. Graves hastened to reiterate 
his antipathy toward anything like ra- 
Cilal equality.

Elaborating the foregoing features, 
the paper says, there will be an issue 
of debenture income bonds for the 
purpose of raising money with which 
to pay off the receivers’ certificates 

The present first mortgage to secure 
an issue of $75,000,000 of 4 per cent 
bonds, of which $12,775,000 are out- 
standing, will not be disturbed. 

When the Seaboard Air Line rall- 
way. is reorganized the Seaboard Com- 
pany, the holding company, will be dis- 
solved, the stock of the railroad to be 
distributed to the holders of Seaboard 
Company shares, 

It is understood the holders of the 
first mortgage 4 per cent bonds will be

Pro- 
fusely illustrated, it tells how adven- 
turers, hardy pioneers, gold-seekers 
and Mormons on their way to the 
land of promise, all traveled thie road, 
and how later the pony express and 
the Overland stage made their lon 
and hazardous journeys over the tra 
now covered by train in 56 hours.

THE TIPPING NUISANCE. 


That species of petty graft which extorts extra compensation for ser- 
vices already fully paid for, under the guise of a “tip,” has been given a 
solar plexus blow in Wisconsin. 

The state legislature of that state has put the ban on tipping. It has 
declared it an attempt to corrupt. The giver and the taker of a tip are 
each made subject to a fine of from $10 to $50, or by imprisonment for not 
more’ than one year. 

Fearing that this might not be binding enough, the high brows of Wis- 
consin have enacted further that it should be unlawful for any “agent, em- 
ployee or servant to corruptly request gifts or gratuities.” Condign punish- 
ment is provided for such “corrupt requests,” where the one making the 
request does it “witu an understanding that he shall act in any particular 
manner in relation to his principal’s, employer’s or master’s business.” 

Hereafter, when the citizen of Oshkosh goes to New York or io Paris, 
he may have to take along $100 or so in tips to enable him to spend with 
comfort $1,000 according to his tastes, but as long as he stays in Wisconsin 
he can save at least the $100. 

The tipping nuisance has become such a firmly established nuisance at 
home and abroad that the public is beginning to take it as a matter of course. 
Not so with the fearless Wisconsonians. They insist that tipping is corrupt- 
ing, demoralizing and against public policy. They will have none of it. 

But it is probable that as long as the strain of human nature runs as 
strong as at present in pompous Pullman car porters and obsequious wait- 
ers, the tipping habit will be considerably indulged in by a selfish public.

EDUCATING FOR THE ALL-ROUND MAN. 


The new president of Harvard announces {ft as his primary ambition- to 
turn out “all-round men,” which draws commendation from The Lowell 
(Mass.) Courier-Citizen to the effect that in this age of specialization we 
are prone to neglect the element of the symmetrical in education. 

The chief argument, for instance, advanced against academic college 
training by the average business man is that it leads the graduate nowhere 
in particular in a practical sense, and that often the collegian who leaves 
the class-room with high honors is handicapped by the man who has learned 
his lesson in the shop or the office. 

It is worth remembering, in this connection, that the mountain schools 
of Georgia, about which the average citizen knows comparatively little, are 
all directing their ideals toward evenly combining the practical] with the 


academic. 
When, for example, & boy leaves the Berry school at Rome, or the Richie 


school at Rabun Gap, he is fitted for a definite occupation, while he is at the 
same time better educated from the sheerly academic standpoint than nine 
men out of ten who have gone direct from grammar school into some gain- 
ful occupation. ' 

Georgia is also observing this new principle of practicability in her con- 
gressional district agricultural schools, her school of technology and the 
manual training adjuncts, now a part of the curriculum of the Majority of 
the public school systems in this state. ' 

The university per se, with its degrees and its classical] courses, its

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Increased Number of Companies. 

A somewhat unlooked for result of 
the series of life insurance investiga- 
tions inaugurated in 1905 has been 
the tremendous expansion in the num- 
ber of companies engaged in the busi- 
ness of insuring lives. Prior to the 
investigation set on foot by the leg- 
islature of the state of New York 
only about ninety companies of the 
United States were in existence and 
about one-third of that number were 
the product of the eight preceding 
years. At the present time, according 
to The Insurance Press, there are about 
190 life insurance companies pushing 
more or less actively for business, 
while scarcely a week passes without a 
new organization being projected in 
some part of the country. 

Promoters have been busy in all sec- 
tions, with arguments designed to show 
that the life insurance business is a 
highly profitable one to the stockhold- 
ers, although most of them neglect to 
point out that conditions are very dif- 
ferent now from those which prevailed 
when thg companies whose prosperous 
careers they cite first struggled for a 
foothold. A more legitimate method

nhumber of those projected in the past 
few years have already sowed the 
seeds of dissolution through their wild 
promises of large returns on capital, a 
large part of which has been sold at 
a heavy premium and by failure to 
provide themselves with capable and 
experienced managers. The country is 
big enough and the field extensive 
enough for all the life insurance com- 
panies now in existence and more, but 
suecess can only be achieved by a rigid 
adherence to sound principies. 


A Change in Sentiment. 


In the early days of life instance, 
the taking out of a policy on one’s 
life Was looked upon with more or 


less suspicion, as a sort of tempting of' 
Providence. Indeed, it was believed by | 
some good folk that such an act! 
might justly call forth some evidence | 
of divine displeasure. A great change 
has taken plaee during the last fifiv 
years, particularly in America: a pro- 
cess Of education has been going on 
until in our present-day enlighten- 
ment, the man who carries a good line 
of life insurance is looked upon as a 
mian Of prudence and financial solidity. 
He_has the indorsement of his banker, 
and he will seldom be found in trouble 
With his creditors. It is now the man 
without insurance who is coming to 
be looked upon with doubt and un- 
certainty. A census of any community 
will show that it is the provident and 
thrifty who carry the most life insur- 
ance. The men Who are by nature 
thriftless are the men who are usually 
found to be negligent in this respect..

OLDFIELD TO GET 


510,000 FOR RACES 


Under Contract With 
Homer George for 
Five Races. 


Louisville, Ky., May 30.—A contract 
for the payment of the largest sum of 
money ever given an autolist for driv- 
ing in track races was signed between 
Barney Oldfield, the noted driver. and 
record’ holder, and Homer George, 
secretary of the New Orleans Automo- 
bile Club, representing a syndicate 
formed 
mer. For driving in five races Oldfield 
is to receive $10,000 in cash, of which 
$1,000 was paid when the agreement 
was signed. 

The eontract provides for five race 
meets to be run in widely separated 
cities of America between June 20 and 
the day following Labor Day. Announ- 
cement of these dates or the cities in 
which the races are to be held will 
not be made until after the running of 
the Chicago road races, but all prelim- 
inary negotiations have been con- 
ducted, and part payments have been 
made for the tracks, it is understood. 

The agreement betweem promoter 
George and Oldfield was signed in In- 
dianapolis, Saturday afternoon. It pro- 
vides that Oldfield must not race ex- 
cept with consent of George, other 
than in these five meets,-and that he 
must meet all comers at varying dis- 
tances and in such events as George 
may name. A limit of 100 miles each 
race and three races a day is made in 
the contraet. No condition is made ex- 
cept that Oldfield must show he is in 
racing condition by winning one of the 
three events in which he is entered at 
Louisville, June 9, against Lewis 
Strang and Louis Chevrolet. 

In the contract provision is made 
that Oldfield is to be paid $2,000 at 
the conclusion of each of the five 
meets. If the cash is not immediately 
paid George will forfeit to Oldfield the 
$1,000 paid in advance when the con- 
tract was signed. Oldfield is to furntsh 
his own car, pay his own expenses and 
race wherever George names in Ameri- 
ca Over a mile or larger race course. 

Promoter George has returned from 
Indianapolis where he secured the stg- 
nature of Oldfield to the contract, and 
is busily working on the details of the 
Shriners’ meet. He refuses to name the 
men back of him in his syndicate, but 
says each is a fihancial power and 
widely known as men who are able 
to carry out their contracts to the 
letter. He says the events will be 
conducted: under regular automobile 
clubs and usual applications for sanc- 
tion from the American Automobile 
Association will be made. The offictals 
will 1g the most prominent men in 
the automobile world, and everything 
will be done to keep the meets free 
from the breath of scandal. 

Oldfield is now tn Indianapolis super- 
intending the building of a _ special 
track racing car by the National com- 
pany. This car will be very light, of 
enormous horse power, with a left side 
steering wheel, the frame especially 
low. It will be capable of a mile in 
fifty seconds and will be finished and 
thoroughly tested by June 20. Oldfiela 
expects to set new world’s record 
for all distances from 1 to 100 miles. 
He holds all records from 10 to 100 
miles at present. 

It is the plan of promoter George to 
announce the meets at one time and 
put each close enough iesetnae a per- 
mit the manufacturer who wishes to 
compete to send his cars and men on 
the circuit with no thought of any- 
thing but winning races during the 
five meets. Races of many classifica- 
tions will be arranged, and every effort 
will be made to interest manufacturers 
and d~ivers of Europe as well as this 
country. The meets will all be adver- 
tised on an intrnational scale and 
every effort will be made to create 
and maintain an interest that will 
extend all over the world. 

At one of the meets—probably the 
first promoter George will arrange a 
series of special record-trying races 
for free-for-all cars, in each of which 
Oldfield will meet all comers. A rich 
trophy will be awarded the leader in 
the three races, the winner being de- 
cided on points. The events will con- 
sist of a five-mile open race, a ten-mile 
handicap and a  *({fifty-mile endur- 
ance race. The points will be awarded 
as follows: In a five-mile race the 
winner gets three points, the second 
man two and third man one: in the 
handicap the points will be five, three 
and one; while in the fifty-mile race 
they will be ten, five and two,

LICE ON MELONS AND CABBAGE. 
* J. E. Stone: I want to know a rem- 
edy to kill Hee on watermelons, aiso 
on cabbage. Am sure you can give me 
one. You may have given suoh a rem- 
edy through the F. and F. page of The 
Constitution, but I do not just now re- 
member seeing the remedy. 

Answer: In Bulletin No. 69, Georgia 
Experiment Station, Experiment, G&A. 
(send to the director for a copy), the 
following remedies are given for plant 
lice: On melons, spray with a soap- 
suds made by dissolving \ pound of 
whale oil soap in 1 gallon of water. 
This will serve algo for é¢abbage, 
squash, cucumbers,and apple . trees. 
Spray on first appearance and again in 
five days, and as often thereafter as 
may be necessary. I have found the 
following decoction best for apple lice: 
Make a strong tea by boiling | 1™-pound 
of tobacco (or tobacco stems) in 1 gal- 
lon of water and adding, when cool, 
% ounce of pyrethrum.

Oliver. I wish to say that the profes- 
sional swine breeders do not recognize 
any such breed as the “Guinea,” and 
pigs of this kind may be procured 

iy .from farmers who have taken 
eagen to keep the same pure. As I used 
o breed them the “Big Black Guinea’ 
(as we called the breed) was 4 rather 
short-bogied, shoart-legged, black-all- 
over, except a white spot in the fore- 
head and usually the tip of the tail 
and sometimes the feet were white 
The sows were prolific breeders and 
g00d nurses. Well-cared-for porkere 
attained a net weight of 200 to 250 
pounds at 10 to 12 months. wWoen I 
was a ten-year-old boy there was a 
breed of nogs in Harris county, Kan- 
known as “Guinea,” that seemed quite 
distinctive. The color was generally 
a compound of black and white, and 
was called blue. The hort were very 
short-bodied, short-legged,\dumpy; al- 
ways fat and most of them had’ wat- 
tles pendant from the jow!s. 


HARD BREATHING. 

Subscriber, McCall, S. G—I have a 
mule about tén or twelve years old, 
that is in good, healthy condition, as 
indicated by a sleek coat of hair; but 
gets her breath very badly at times, 
more so when weather ¥ heavy. Can 
hear her breathing somé distance of a 
cloudy morning. As fog clears up she 
breathes all right. In clear weather 
she breathes clear, except when pull- 
ing very hard. I have seen her fall 
from pulling very hard. She has been 
in that condition for about two years. 
It doesn’t interfere with her working 
in any way. 

Answer—There are a number 0orf 
causes, any one of which may produce 
the noisy breathing, or-‘‘roaring,’ as 
it is called, and it would rewwire a 
personal examination by a veterinary 
surgeon to determine what is the 
cause. It may be a polypus in.the 
nose, or a polypus of the larnyx, or 
paralysis of. wing of the nostril. If 
possible, carry the animal to a quali- 
fied veterinary surgeon for examina- 
tion and treatment.

THRUSH. 

M. M. Smith, Colerain, S. C.—I have 
a fine mule, 7 years old, that has some- 
thing the matter with her foot. Part 
of the frog of the foot has rotted out 
and it has matter all the time in the 
foot. ‘ 

Between the foot and Knee there is 
a knot- in the leeder. Can you wWive 
me any cure for it? 

Answer—Your description is not 
very full and complete, but I suspect 
that the mule’s foot has thrush, which 
is usually cased by standing in a filthy 
stable and bad shoeing. Clean dut the 
hoof well and if, the mule is lame poui- 
tice the foot with linseed meal or 
with bran for a few days.

ALL COTTON, GOODBY! 

Mark Ramsey,  Ohatchee, Ala:—lI 
have set my head to get away from the 
“all cotton rut,” so last winter I got 
up a bunch of hogs, built a 5-acre pas- 
ture in five divisions. Two of these 
I plant in peanuts; one I will set in’ 
Bermuda and will sow every sttmmer 
and fall some kind of crop on the other 
two. Good spring water in all of 
them. Last November I sowed one 
plot of 1% acres to,turf oats and crim- 
son clover. The oats are so fine and 
such a good stand of clover I have not 
put the hogs on this division and will 
cut and save the oats. The erimson 
claver 4s knee-high and has led me to 
believe Lcan grow the big red clover. 
Do you think..it would do well to first 
prepare well in September and sow it 
to red clover and turf oats? It Is a 
Kray land with a very stiff red clay, 
somewhat limey or very sticky. I have 
been preparing a piece of “made’’ land 
forp alfalfa by clean cultivation and 
sowed last fall in crimson clover and 
Turf oats. ‘This is one acre on a small 
branch and made by washing from the 
ridge above. Will yteld 1% bales of 
cotton or 60 bushels of corn. -~Do vou 
think this crimson clover on it now 
will be syfficient inoculation for the 
alfalfa? WHtll sow 2 bushels of Whip- 
poorwill peas on itin June and cut them 
in September and prepare at once for 
alfalfa. I have been planting 12 to 
14 acres of cotton and 10 acres in corn, 
but, as I stated above, I am going to 
drop King Cotton. So this year I am 
planting 4 acres in cotton, 12 acres in 
corn, acres in peanuts, 2 acres in 
sweet potatoes 6 acres in peas for hay 
besides a few acres of peas in drill for 
seed and peas between every corn row.

LUMPY JAW (ACTINOMYCOSIS.) 
R. H. Boman. Marion, N. C.—I have a 
fine heifer calf two months old. A hard 
lump (size of hen egg) came under the 
jaw two or three weeks ago and is now 
running. It seems asif the lump does not 
get any smaller. What is the cause?
